• Charges have been made that new tax law legislation enacted 


with the Governor's approval, has mutilated the 
Smith law be- 


yond recognition, or at least devitalized, emasculated 
and

figured it. 


Only three of nine such measures enacted, says the new tax 


official, are of any importance at all and two of these, being re- 
construction of public property damaged or destroyed by the 
floods, will have only a temporary effect.

of the Daj ton State hospital, played 
his trump card and lost in the state 
probe of Superintendent P. A. Baber<3 
regime, wten he called Margaret 
Deuschle, an institution stenographer, 
to the witness stand. 


Miss Deuschle was stenographer to 


Dr. A. F. Shepherd.of the state board 
while Shepherd was at the head of the 
Dayton asylum. 


Dr. Koch had declared 
he would 


prove the most serious charge against 
Baber through Miss Deuschle's testi- 
mony. He failed. 


The witness declared that Dr. Baber 


had always treated her with the great- 
est respect; that he had not made im- 
proper advances to her in the last 
week of December, 1911, or in the 
spring of last year, as Koch charged. 


Trembling and in tears, the pretty 


witness denied the entire story. She 
looked with scorn at Dr. Koch and up- 
braided him for drawing her name 
into the investigation. 


Previous to this testimony. T^aw- 


rence Mclntosh. an attendant, swors 
that Dr. Koch had instructed him to 
beat Carl Murray, a refractory patient- 


"Don't break any bones." but give 


Murray a sound thrashing." Mclntosh 
testified Koch told him. 


Mclntosh said that Koch remarked 


that a hose ought to be kept at the 
institution for the purpose of squirt- 
ing water down the mouths of diso- 
bedient patients. 


Dr. Koch took the stand and denied
